Text of Armistice Terizas 


L the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The President spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Congress: 

In these anxious times of rapid and stupendous change it will in 
some degree lighten my sense of responsibility to perform in person 
the duty of communicating to you some of the larger cirenmstances of 
the situation with which it is necessary to deal. 

The German authorities who have, at the invitation of the Supreme 
War Council, been in communication with Marshal Foch, have accepted 
and signed the terms of armistice which he was authorized and instruct- 


ed to communicate to them. Those terms aro as follows: pres 
1, Military clauses on western front: ya 

One—Cessation of operations by land and in the air six hours after 
the rene of the armistice. 


Inamediate evacuation of invaded countries: Belgium, France, 


. Alsace-Lorraine, Luxemburg, so ordered as to be completed within 14 


days from the signature of the armistice. German troops which have 
not left the above-mentioned teritories within the period fixed will be-

forces jointly will keep pace with evacuation in these areas.

nexed to the stated terms. a 

3. Repatriation, beginning at once, and to be completed within 14 
days, of all inhabitants of the countries above mentioned, including 
hostages and persons under trial er eonvicted. 

4. Surrender in good condition by the German armies of the follow- 
ing equipment: Five thousand guns (2500 heavy, 2500 field), 30,000 ma- 
chine guns, 5000 minnenwerfer, 2000 airplanes (fighters, bombers—firstly 
D-73s and night bombing machines). The above to bé deliverod in 
situ to the allies and fhe United States troops in necordance with 
the detailed eonditions laid down in the annexed note. 


5; Bvactation by the Getmdn armics of the corntries on the left 


bank of the Rhine. 

These countries on the left bank of the Rhine shall be administered 
by tho local authoritics under the control of the allied and United States 
armies of occupation, The occupation of these territories will bo deter- 
mined by allied and United States garrisons holding the principal eross- 
‘ings of the Rhine, Mayence, Coblenz, Cologne, together with bridgcheads 
at these points in 30-kilometer radius on the right bank and by garrisons 
similar holding the strategic points of the regions. A neutral zone shall 
he reserved on the right of the Rhine between the stream and a line 
dgawn parallel to it 40 kilometers to the east from the frontier of Hol- 
land to the parallel of Gernsheim and as far as practicable a distance of 
80 kilometers from the east of streim from this parallel upon Swiss fron- 
tier. Evacuation by the enemy of the Rhine Jands shall be so ordered as 
to be completed within a further period of 11 days, in all 19 days after 
the signature of the armistice. All movements of evacuation and oecupa- 
tion will bo regulated according to the note annexed. 

G. In all territory evacuated by the enemy there shall be no evaena- 
tion of inhabitants; no dgmage or harm shgll be done to the persons or 
property of the inhabitants. No destruction of any kind to be com- 
witted, Military establishments of all kinds shall be delivered intact as 
weil as military stores of food , munitions, » pQuipm ent not removed during 
the periods fixed for evacuation. Stores of food of al] Linds for the civil 
population, eattle, etc., shall be left in situ. Industrial establishments 
shall net be impeired tn any way and their personnel shall not be moved. 
Roads and means of communication of every kind, railroad waterways, 
main roads, bridges, telegraphs, telephones, shall be in no manner im- 
paired. 

¢. AJl civil and military persoune)l at present employed on them 
shall remain. Fivo thousand locomotives, 50,000 wagons and 10,000 motor 
lorries in good working ordet with ‘all necessary spare parts aud fittings 
shall be delivered to the associated Powers within the period fixed for the 
evacuation of Belgium and Luxemburg. Tho railways of Alsace-Lorraine 
shall be banded over witbiu the same period, together with all pre-war 
personne] and material. Further material necessary for the working of 
railways in the country on the left bank of the Rhine shall be teft in 
situ. All stores df coal and material for the upkeep of permanent ways, 
signals and repair shops left entire in situ and kept in an efficient state 
by Germany during the wholo ‘period of armistice. All berges taken 
from the allics shall be restored to them. A note appended regulates the 
details of these measures. 

8. The German command shal) be responsible for rovealing all mines 
or delay-acting fuses disposed on territory evacuated by the German 
troops and shal] assist in their discovery and destruction. The German 
eommand shall] also reveal all destructive measures that may have been 
taken (such as poisoning or polluting of springs, wells, ete.,) under pen- 
alty of reprisals. 

9%. The right of requisition shall be @xercised by the allies and the 
United States armies in al) occupied territory. The upkeep of the 
troops of occupation in the Rhine tand (excluding Alsaee-Lorraine) shal! 
be charged to the German Government. 

10, An immediate repatriation without reciprocity according to de- 
tailed conditions which shall be fixed, of all allied and United States 
prisoners of war. The allied Powers and the United States shall be able 
to dispose of these prisoners as they wish, 

ll. Sick and wounded who cannot be removed from cvacnated ter- 
titory will be cared for by German personnel, who will be Ieft on the 
epot with the medica! materia! required. 

Disposition Relative to the Eastern Frontiers of Germany. 

12, All German troops ot present in any territory Which before 

the war belonged to Russia, Rumania or Turkey shall withdraw within 
the frontiers of Germany as they existed on Aug. 1, 1914. 

13. Evacuation by German troops to begio at onte and all German 
instructors, prisoners and civilians, as well as military agents, now on 
the territory of Russia (as defined before 1914) to, be recalled. 

14. German troops to cease at once al) requisitians and seizures and 
any other undertaking ‘with a view to obtaining et@pplies intended for 
Germany in Rumania and Russia (as defined on Avg Ist, 1914). 

15, Abandonment of the treaties of Bucharest Bod Brest-hitdtsk 
and of the supplementary treatics,

To 
secnre this, the allies and the United States of ‘America shall be em- 
powered to occupy all German forts, fortifieations,, batteries and defense 
works of all kinds in al! the entrances from the C ‘ategat into the Baltic, 
and to sweep up all mines and obstructions within and without German 
terrtorial waters without any question of neutrality being raised, and 
the positions of all such mines and obstructions are to be indicated. 

26. The existing blockade conditions set up by the allies and asso- 
ciated Powers are to remain unchanged and all German merchant ships 
found at sea are to remain liable to capture,

nssociated Powers are to be restored in ports to be specified by the allies 
and the United States of America without reciprocity. 

31. No destruction of ships or of materials to be permitted before 
evacuation, surrender or restoration. 

32, The German Government will notify the neutral Governments 
of the world, and particularly the Governments of Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark and Holland, that all restrictions placed on the trading of their 
vessels with the allied and associated countries, whether by the German 
Government or by private German interests and whether in return for 
epecific concessions such as export of ship-building materials, or not, 
ere immediately canceled. 

33. No transfers of German merchant shipping of any description to 
any neutral flag arc to take place after signature of the armistice.

34, The duration of the armistice is to .e 30 days, with option to 
extend. During this period, on failure of execution of any of the above 
clauses, the armistice may be denounced by one of the contracting

- 463 DRAFTED MEN, ALREADY 
ENTRAINED HERE, START HOME 


They Were About to Start for San 
., Antonio When Released by 
President's Order. 


A contingent of 463 drafted men, 
who were all settled in their seats, 
waiting for the train to pull out of 
Union Station for Kelly Field, San 
Antonio, Tex., at 10:40 a. m. today, 
were headed off by a message from 
the War Department, and were dis- 
entrained and sent back home with 
their joyful friends and relatives.

Spring wheat weighs 58 pounds 
péer bushel, due to the heat catching 
the crop at point of filling. 

Oats weighs 31 pounds, against 
$3 last year, a 30.5 average, and of 
very good quality, except in the 
northern portion, where hot weather 
damaged the grain just before ripen- 
ing. Barley weighs 48 pounds, 
against 49 last year and 46 average. 
Buckwheat yields 11 bushels per 
acre, against 15 last year, and slight- 
ly more for an average year. Qual- 
ity is 90, against 94 last year and 85 
average. Crop was sown in very 
dry weather and a poor stand re- 
sulted, followed by continued drouths 
with rains coming too late to help 
materially. 

Final returns on potatoes show

That there is a difference between American and Brit- 
ish ideas as to just how freedom of the seas is to be 
defined by no means jeopardizes harmony in the coming 
peace conference, We may confidently believe that the 
igsue will be determined in accordance with justice and 
the’ future welfare of all seafaring peoples and that there 
will be acquiescence in the decision reached.

But our legal position in refusing assent to these prac- 
tices is as impregnable now as 't was before our quasi- 
acquiescence in them for the purposes of this war only 
and the unprecedented conditiong to which it gave rise. 
All the safeguards of the old sea law that favor the small 
nations, as compared with the great, ought to be pre- 
served and perhaps further safeguards of the sort pro- 
vided in the new definitions. - 

Whatever we do in the direction of making democ- 
racy safe at sea will be from motives as unselfish as 
those with which we shall plan to make democracy safe 
on land.

NO FAMINE, BUT FAMINE PRICES. 
From the Christian Science Monitor. 

T has come to be taken as a matter of 

course that when commodities grow 
scarce prices shall go up, even when the 
articles in question have been bought far 
below the ruling quotations. The war 
has been made an excuse for cries of 
scarcity, and cries of scarcity have been 
made an excuse for war prices. 

Dr. Garfield, a while ago, told the peo- 
ple of the United States repeatedly that 
they were face to face with a coal] fam- 
ine. His assistants notified those in cer- 
tain localities that so short was to be 
the supply of coal that the lighting of 
fires for warming houses might have to 
The price of 
coal was advanced to emphasize the 
gravity of the situation. It is now only 
about the Ist of November; those who 
could pay the price for coal have, as a 
rule, got supplies in their bins; the home 
fires have been burning, off and on, for 
several weeks; there is more coal in sight 
than the nation can use next winter, but 
there has been no lowering of the price. 

The argument will, of course, be raised 
that the high price of coal at the present 
time, and the threatened further in- 
crease, are due to the constantly increas- 
ing cost of production. In answer to this, 
it may be said now, as it has been said 
in the past, and with no lack of ground 
for the assertion, that the advance in 
price to the consumer is out of all pro- 
portion to the advance in the cost of pro- 
duction. 

“The Fuel Administration approaches 
the winter season well organized with 
stocks of coal on hand far in excess of 
the stocks of other years,” says Dr. Gar- 
field, in his latest statement. “We are 
ready for an unusually severe winter.” 
He might have added, but he did not, 


that the coal operators, coal jobbers and. 


coal wholesalers also are ready for an 
unusually severe winter. With coal com- 
manding pricés advanced out of all pro- 
portion to the increased cost of produc- 
tion, the winter, surely, cannot be too 
severe for them. 

Notwithstanding the tremendous sup- 
ply of coal, visible and invisible, Dr. Gar- 
field still calls for the co-operation of 
the consumer, leaving the inference that 
that extravagant party, now that he finds 
coal to be plentiful once more, will be as 
extravagant in its use at the war price of 
$11.25 a ton as he might be if it were put 
back to the normal price of something 
more like $5.26. Perhaps it is because 
Dr. Garfield wishes to conserve the great- 
est supply of coal the republic has ever 
had that he still gives the coal operators 
and distributers an excuse for keeping 
the price at the highest possible notch. 

It is pleasant to know that so impor- 
tant a commodity as coal is now plenti- 
ful; but it is not pleasant to the consumer 
to be compelled to pay a famine price in- 
definitely for a plentiful article. 

The schedule of prices for coal fixéd 
by the Government on the famine basis 
should be speedily smashed: there never 
was adequate excuse for the rates al- 
lowed; t is less excuse for them now 
than ever. .

Socialist Is New Chancellor. : 


Little is known of the situation to- 
day in Germany, for that country 
is in the first days of its new ad- 
venture. It is not clear whether the 
‘old regime has been permanently 
‘dislodged or whether the new au- 
| thorities with the unscrupulous 
|adroitness which has long marked 
|'German politics are merely sacri- 
|ficing the chief figureheads of 
| Ratsorsuum in the hope of obtaining 
‘an easier peace. It appears probable 
that no one in Germany knows and 
that it is still to be determined which 
of the contending elements will gain 
the upper hand. 

Revolution is spreading rapidly, 
and from the fact that a Socialist 
is now chancellor it may be gathered 
that the object of the revolution is 
not merely the quick ending of the 
war, but the complete severance of 
the political ties which still bind the 
nation with its past. 

For the Allies the problem has 
The countries which 
fought Germany and her vassals for 
more than four years have emerged 
from it completely triumphant, but 
within the borders of the countries} 
which menaced the peace of the 
whole wolrd stalks, revolt, fa- 
mine and anarchy. The world’s 
next task may be to reatore 
order in the desolated Central Em- 
pires. It may be the lot of the forces 
who have successfully contested 
Germany’s greed for power to save 
her from the fate she imposed on 
tussia. Likewise help will have to 
be given to Austria-Hungary, Bul- 
‘garia and Turkey. whose ruin Ger- 
'many wrought. 
| All Autocracies Have Vanished. 
| The German empire was the last 
of the great autocracies whose fall 
marks the real significance of the 
war. Jg@ Russia, Austria-Hungary 
and finullw in Germany irresponsible 
power gave way before the irrisis- 
tible forces of Democracy. Germany 
holding on to the last, kept up the 
hopeles struggle until Field Marshal 
von Hidnenburg’s prophetic words 
early in the war, came true. The 
side with the strongest nerves, said 
he, would win. It was the crumbling 
of the home front, which made it 
impossible for Germany, notwith- 
standing her great armies in the field 
to carry on any longer. 

The collapse of Germany brings 
the eclipse of the German idea of 
‘the state, as opposed to the doctrine 
‘of individual rights, to which the na- 
tion clung with hardly a dissenting 
| voice until recently. Under this re- 
gime there was developed a nation 
'of which militarism was the em- 
bodiment, which murdered and plun- 
dered, was heedless of the rights of 
the individual and made terrorism a 
matter of studied policy. 

This terrorish®i was directed 
against not only individuals, but 
against nations, against not only hos- 
,tile nations, but those with which

and German toasts to “der tag” in 
‘vélees which echoed around the 
world. . 
| The virtual ending of this great- 
est of conflicts has come with dra- 
|matic swiftness. Four months ago 
‘today the German military power 
‘apparently was at its height. The 
unchecked forces of the enemy had 
battered their way through the 
French and British lines until Paris 
was in danger and the British were 
fighting with their backs to the wall 
to prevent themselves from being 
forced to the sea. Late in July the 
world was thrilled with the news 
of an allied counter attack between 
the Aisne and the Marne. The Ger- 
mans were hurled back along the 
whole sector and since that day the 
victorious progress of the allies has 
been maintained. 

Various causes have contributed to 
this reversal. The entrance of Amer- 
ica into the atruggie, with her vast 
resources of men and material, is 
conceded by the allies to have turned 
the scale. One. of the most impor- 
tant effects of this country’s act was 
the heartening to an enormous ¢x- 
tent of the weariled allied nations 
and a corresponding deterioration of 
German morale.

It was late in June, 1914, that the ~ 
world was stirred by the murder in — 
Sarajevo, Bosnia, of Archduke Fran- 
cis Ferdinand, the Austrian heir-ap- 
parent, and his wife, Austria, backed @ 
by Germany, accused Serbia of in- @ 
stigating the crime, and made de- 
mands which Serbia accepted in 
part. Austria would not agree to ar- 
bitrate the demands, not accepted by 
Serbia, and the Foreign Offices in 
London, Paris and Petrograd failed 
to swerve Austria from her course. 

Austria-Hungary began hostilities 
on July 27, 1914, by attacking Ser- 
bia, and within a week Germany had 
joined her, while France, Great Brit- 
ain and Russia had thrown their 
forces against Germany and Aus 
tria. As the war went on, the num- 
ber of nations involved increased, un- 
til the conflict became the greatest 
in the history of the world. 

Declaring war on France, Ger- 
many, on Aug. 1, 1914, threw her ar- — 
mies towards France by way of Bel- — 
gium. Fighting for the maintenance ~ 
of their neutrality, the Belgians 
checked the on-coming horde for a 
time, but within two months the ‘ 
Prussian armies were within a few 
miles of Paris, from ‘which the 
French Government had fled. 

One of the vital moments of the 
war had arrived. Ina battle of dra- 
matic changes the enemy hordes 
were hurled back to the north of the 
Marne.. 

Bulgaria and Turkey Enter War. 


Turkey soon entered the war on 
the side of Germany, and Italy joined 
the allies.
